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Design 
Of the Future 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 
Ford’s test crashes of automo- 


biles, in which expensively cre- 
ated dummies 


accurately sim- 
ulate human 
passengers, are 
an awesome 
and terrffying 
spectacle. The 
lifelike appear- 
ance of the 
dummies height- 
ens the emo; 
tions. 


But when the 
shrieking crash is done and the 


vehicles come to a stop, the over- 
all impression which remains is of 
what little time was required for 


the disaster. In two test crashes 
the actual time of the accident 
was three-tenths of a _ second. 
In that split portion of time the 
cars were impacted, the dummy 
passengers smashed their heads 
into the dashboard or flailed 
about if they were back-seat oc- 
cupants, and the motion of the 
wrecked cars ceased. 

There was a certain horror in 
watching the dummies. Those 
without safety belts were thrown 
upward and forward with almost 
incredible violence. The belted 
passengers suffered chest 
wounds and head wounds, but 
with much less severity than 
the unbelted. Back-seat passen- 
gers, without the belts, actually 
were hurled into the front seat 
in one of the crashes. 


Safety Measures 


What Ford has done is to prove 
beyond any question of doubt 
that a safety belt will save lives 
and reduce the severity of inju- 
ries. The other safety meas- 
ures are also soundly proved by 
the crashes. The rear-view mir- 
ror tests show that under impact 
the glass shatters and the metal 
holder often presents a jagged 
or sharp edge. 

The sun visors invariably are 
dented in the test crashes. The 
safety measures pioneered by 
Ford include visors of a soft 
material. The test of its resil- 
iency was dramatized by drop- 
ping an egg on a visor from a 
height of six feet. The egg 
bounced, but did not even crack. 
A soft container for the mirror 
and a plastic coating of the glass 
reduces its danger. 

Ford is making all its research 
available to the industry. There 
is no question but that safety will 
become one of the major pro 
grams of each of the Big Three. 

Ford has led the way in what 
is a genuine public service act 
which will have a commercial 
benefit as well. There already 
are 10 companies producing seat 
belts. The Ford people are com- 
pletely confident that within a 
year the great majority of car 
drivers will routinely fasten 
their belts when they enter the 
car. What concerns them now is 
why the industry did not think 
of it a long time before. 


Crash Tests 


The crash tests were viewed 
by a great many surgeons and 
public health officials. Movies 
of the almost 100 such crashes 
are available for public showing. 
Along with them there is avail- 
able for hospitals and the medi- 
cal profession in general a great 
mass of data. 

The crash cars are loaded with 
electric equipment. 

A huge mobile laboratory runs 
alongside the impacting car reg- 
istering the various forces and 
stresses. Connections to the 
heads, arms, waists, legs and 
chests of the dummies give ac- 
curate information as to the 
force of the contact with the in- 
terior of the car when the body 
is hurled forward. 

A great campaign is certain to 
build up acceptance of the new 
safety factors which all manu- 
facturers will be including. 
Ford’s safety door latch, for 
example, is something which 
will be incorporated in the cars 
of the future. 

All new 1956 Ford productions 
will have them. The latch used in 
all crash tests is not patented. 
Thus far it has kept the doors 
locked. In cars lacking the new 
latch the doors almost invariably 
fly open. 

Engineers are thinking ahead, 
excited by what they have learn- 
ed in the expensive experiments 
of deliberate crashes. The design 
of the future Jikely will see the 
disappearance of the dash board 
as we now know it. 

The new steering wheel, which 
will give under heavy pressure 
such as comes in a wreck, sup- 
plies them ideas about using a 
light metal for the passenger 
space in front which would have 
some give under stress. Work 
goes on to find some way to 
make the windshield less rigid. 


All that, and more, is for the 


cars of the years to come.

Asks Griffin 
Catch Up on 
Schools Aid 


Revenue Gain Seen 
As MFPE Clincher 


Sen. Owen Page of Savannah 
Friday asked Gov. Griffin to be- 
gin immediately to finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program 
for Education on a current basis. 

Page said the increased tax 
collections—running higher than 
anticipated—make the state fi- 


nancially able to bring the school 
aid program up-to-date. 


The state has been basing its 
grants on the enrollment in the 
schools in the previous year. En- 
rollment increases at the rate of 
30,000 children annually, so the 
state is running this much be- 
hind in providing pay for chil- 
dren’s education.

Page wrote the governor asking 
that the Page Amendment to the 
MFPE Act be activated. Failure 
of the state to finance on a cur- 
rent basis means that Chatham, 
Fulton, DeKalb and Cobb coun- 
ties and other school centers 
have hundreds of students for 
whom they receive no state al- 
lotment. 


Cost of financing the program 
on a current basis was estimated 
at $3,500,000. 

Tax collections during the first 
two months’ operation of revised 
tax laws voted by a recent spe- 
cial legislative session have 
showed larte increases.

Raft, Oil Slick 
Spur Hunt for 
B29 With 13 


NAHA, Okinawa, Sat., Sept. 10 
(UP)—Discovery of an empty rub- 
ber life raft and an oil slick 
spurred air and sea searches today 
for a U.S. Air Force B29 missing 
in the Pacific Ocean with 13 men 
aboard. 


The raft and oil slick were found 
in the area from which the Super- 
fortress radioed its last message 
Thursday night. Bobbing in the 
surrounding debris were seven un- 
opened. seat rafts, oxygen bottles 
and box, lunches. 


The discovery by a search plane 
intensified the hunt, but an Air 
Foree spokesman said no survivors 
had been sighted yet. The debris 
has not been identified definitely 
as being from the missing plane. 


The bomber reported its last 
position at 8 p.m. Thursday in a 
routine message that mentioned no 
trouble. It sent no distress signals 
later, an Air Force spokesman 
said, but the plane carried only 
enough fuel to keep it aloft seven 
hours after the last message.

Radtord and Bridges 
Differ on Arms Slash 


Admiral Sees Ike, 


Denies Reduction 


DENVER, Sept. 9 (#-—Adm. 
Arthur W. Radford declared after 
conferring with President Eisen- 
hower today that U.S. military 
security ‘‘was never better off’— 
and that no basic change in defense 
spending is planned this fiscal 
year. 


Radford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, made the statement 
on the national security picture in 
commenting on former President 
Truman’s assertion that, ‘‘The cuts 
in our ground forces are unjusti- 
fied and most dangerous at this 
time.”’ 


In a Chicago speech, Truman 
said the Eisenhower regime has 
seen fit to cut the military estab- 
lishment below the goals which the 
Truman administration fixed, ‘‘but 
it still represents very great mili- 
tary strength.’’ 


Radford stressed that he had not 
read Truman’s remarks about “un- 
justified and most dangerous’’ cuts, 
but the admiral commented: 


“T would say that I don’t know 
of any such actions, and I think I 
would know about them.” Then 
Radford declared: 


“TIT think we have basically a 
very sound military program. 
From the standpoint of security, 
the country was never better off.’’

Won’t Lose If They Give It to U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (P—Persons who find themselves 
with some of the Greenlease ransom money “will suffer no 
loss’’ if they turn it over to the government, Justice Depart- 
ment officials said today. 

They refused to say who takes possession of such ransom 
bills and who suffers the loss, but a department spokesman 
said ‘‘anyone who accepts the money in good faith’’ cannot 
lose by having it seized by the government. 

Twenty-two of the missing ransom bills have been dis- 
covered in general circulation. Most were spotted in checks 
made by Federal Reserve banks, but a Chicago housewife 
came into possession of one $20 bill. 

Police recovered about $300,000 of the $600,000 ransom 
when they arrested Carl Austin Hall and Bonnie Brown 
Heady for the kidnap-murder of six-year-old Bobby Green- 
lease, of Kansas City, Mo. 

The missing money includes $10 and $20 bills from all 
12 of the Federal Reserve districts. Authorities are not cer- 
tain whether the 22 recovered bills were spent by the kid- 
napers before their arrest or whether they came from the 
mysterious hoard.

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It’s Not the Time 
To Relax Defenses 


Reassurances from Adm. Radford that 
“there will be no changes in the basic 
military program” for this year is indeed 
welcome. The admiral presumably was 
speaking for President Eisenhower. 


Earlier in the week a report was cir- 
culated from “White House sources” that 
the Defense Department would be ordered 
to trim its spending another $1,700,000,- 
000 during the current year—the exact 
amount of the estimated budget deficit. 
The report created a storm of protest— 
a sign that the nation has not bought the 
Russian deceptive campaign of smiles in 
its entirety. 

The clarification illustrates another of 
those strange paradoxes of the Eisenhower 
administration. Members of the Cabinet 
often let their disagreements spill to the 
public. It is common knowledge that Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Humphrey has led 
the fight to cut defense spending—the 
only place where substantial cuts have 
been made. 

Meanwhile, the administration has 
boosted spending for the civilian side of 
government by a billion dollars this year 
—and the figure will go even higher if all 
the Eisenhower proposals are approved. 


Mr. Humphrey and the Bureau of the 
Budget should find some other place to 
economize—at least until the Soviet cam- 
paign is translated into something more 
concrete. Until that eventuality occurs, 
the country must remain alert to the fact 
that the East-West hatchet has not been 
buried forever and that the only chance 
of attaining such an objective is through 
armed strength. 


It is good to have Adm. Radford’s as- 
surances, too, that from the standpoint of 
security, “The country was never better 
off.” 


There are many people who will dis- 
agree with that, too, especially those who 
are concerned with the growth of Soviet 
air power and this country’s cutbaeks in 
conventional arms and manpower. And 
whether the Pentagon admits it or not, 
there has been a relaxation in the reserve 
program during the past few months, 


So much is at stake in the world to- 
day—including our own survival—that the 
United States can take no chances in let- 
ting down its guard. As costly as it is, 
ft is the price we must pay for freedom 
and our very existence as a nation.

The University System 
May Get New Buildings 


The situation is a little brighter on the 
campuses of the University of Georgia and 
Georgia Tech. Two new classroom build- 
ings are in the offing. 


The Board of Regents has announced 
that consideration will be given to supply- 
ing these badly needed buildings out of 
funds made available by the sale of Uni- 
versity System Building Authority reve- 
hue certificates. | 

As Col. Blake Van Leer, president 
of Tech, expressed it, “We needed that 
building day before yesterday.” 

And so Tech did. Crowded classrooms 
and inadequate laboratory facilities at the 
school have been roundly criticized by ac- 
crediting agencies. 

What is true of Tech is equally true 
of the University of Georgia. The large 
fnrollment there forces the school to use 
every structure on the campus and some 
of them could serve as propaganda pieces 
for a slum clearance campaign. As at 
Tech, crowding and poor laboratory fa- 
cilities have brought warnings from ac- 
crediting societies. 

The University System of Georgia is 
overcrowded, understaffed, badly housed 
and poorly supported. The situation is so 
critical that the aroused alumni of Tech 
znd Georgia have rallied to the financial 
support of their schools. 

One building for each of the schools 
will help. But many more are needed.

The American Nations 


Settle Rows Peaceably 


Machinery set up for just such an 
eventuality has been put in motion to 
block the possibility of a war between 
Ecuador and Peru. 


These two neighbors have been rowing 
over their mutual boundary for more 
than a century and today are at it again. 

A four-state commission, made up of 
representatives of the United States, Bra- 
zil, Chile and Argentina, which arbitrated 
the last such dispute, has been called into 
session at Rio de Janeiro. The commission 
will send a military mission to the spot 
to investigate the truth of the charges and 
countercharges. 

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the world when Ecuador com- 
plained to the Council of the Organiza- 
tion of American States that Peru was 
concentrating troops and ships along the 
border. Peru promptly denied the charges. 

It is probable that without the Organ- 
ization of American States, this border 
incident would flame into a bitter and 
long war, as such incidents have done in 
the past. The long struggle for hemispheric 
solidarity has made excellent progress 
since the days of World War II, however, 
and arbitration and diplomacy have sup- 
planted bullets and knives as the way 
disputes are settled between American 
nations. 


Germany Holds the Key 
To Future of Europe 


The visit of West German Chancellor 
Adenauer to Moscow marks another mile- 
stone in the tortuous effort to restore °a 
semblance of normalcy in world affairs, 
an effort that already has consumed 10 
eventful years. 

The visit is a reminder that West Ger- 
many is how on its own. It is free to make 
whatever accords it wishes with the So- 
viet Union. It can re-establish diplomatic 
relations and can bargain unilaterally. Al- 
though allied with the West and bound to 
NATO, the Bonn government can make its 
own decisions. 

Moscow is bound to offer Adenauer 
tempting lures to desert its ties with the 
West, including a reunited East and West 
Germany. The Russians are embarked 
upon a long and determined effort to 
stop German rearmament at whatever the 
cost. They hold some trump cards, not the 
least of which are vast markets for Ger- 
man industry. 

Chancellor Adenauer now seems to 
have West German opinion with him. 
There’s little danger that he will desert 
the West. But. what worries Western 
statesmen is the fact that the chancellor 
is 79 and there is nobody in sight to re- 
place him. He is extremely conscious of 
his position and has refused to permit a 
buildup of anyone who might challenge 
that position. 

West Germany’s future course will 
decide the fate ofall Europe. The Rus- 
sians know that and so do we. German 
manpower and industry will shift the 
balance of power in one direction or an- 
other. A neutral Germany, of course, 
would leave the Soviet Union with an 
overwhelming advantage and Germany a 
pushover for the Communists. 


Radar Proves Effective 
In Checking Road Toll 


The use of radar to catch speeders 
long has been a matter of controversy. 
Objections have come from two sources— 
those who claim that it is ineffective as 
an accident prevention measure and 
others who say it is unfair to motorists. 

Both arguments are invalid. 

The reduction in traffic accidents and 
deaths in states making use of radar 
detection has now been fully proved. 
Tests have shown in effectiveness in every 
state where it has been tried. The charge 
of “unfairness” shows a complete cyni- 
cism of the value of human life. 

There’s not much doubt that use of 
radar will prove unpopular—at least in 
the beginning. But to fail to use whatever 
methods are available to check the 
slaughter that- will claim 40,000 lives this 
year is incomprehensible. In addition to 
the lives lost, 1,500,000 will be injured and 
about $4,000,000,000 in property damages 
will result. : } 

Every available weapon must be mar- 
shaled against this traffic toll. Since 
speed is the greatest killer, speed must 
be the first target.

Then the Symphony needed a busi- 
ness director and he took the job. 

The young man is not a musi- 
cian but he loves music. That is 
good because he lives with it. 

As for musicians, he finds them 
no more temperamental than oth- 
er people. It’s true the pianist is 
fussy about the instrument and 
where it is placed on the stage. But 
so is a good carpenter crotchety 
about his saw. The violinist knows 
moisture from the breath can put 
a fiddle out of tune.

on state highways, a drop of 150 per cent from the toll of the com- 
parable weekend a year previous. 


The problem now is to keep the 
safety momentum rolling for the 
rest of September and the remain- 
der of the year. There is room for 
a lot of improvement in the Sep- 
tember record. Last year 81 Geor- 
gians met death in September 
along the highways of Georgia. 
Through the seventh of this Sep- 
tember 11 Georgians had died. This 
number is 10 less than the toll 
through the seventh of last Sep- 
tember. 

Labor Day weekend proved, said 
one traffic authority, that ‘‘county, 
city, state get the type of enforce- 
ment they want.”” Georgians evi- 
dently didn’t want fellow Geor- 
gians done in on the highway last 
weekend. State Patrol, county and 
city officers were out in force and 
common sense must have been 
riding the highways, too. ' 

We pointed out last week that 


Georgians were dying at the rate’ 


of one every nine hours on the 
highways. Accidents averaged 89 
per day. August deaths were up 
40 per cent over August a year 
ago. Also, we emphasized that 
Georgia’s highway patrol was ter- 


. rifically undermanned. 


The state obviously needs tough 
enforcement of tough laws and 


enough highway patrolmen to give 
the motorist the idea he might be 
caught if he breaks the law. 

Another suggestion which has 
been. advanced is that the State 
Patrol put a few unmarked patrol 
cars on the highways. The pro- 
ponent of this device, a traffic of- 
ficer, argues that if the patrol had 
some “‘‘civilian’’ cars the motorist 
would think four or five times be- 
fore violating the law. Any car in 
Sight might be a patrolman. 

The use of unmarked cars ap- 
pears to be rather underhanded 
but if it would halt the rise of 
traffic deaths, then being under- 
handed might not be a bad idea. 
The state could erect\ signs stat- 
ing the patrol was moving about 
in unmarked cars. These sign? 
would be similar to those erected 
to warn of radar speed enforces 
ment devices. With the public in- 
formed, there could be no com- 
plaints the patrol sneaked up on 
the law breaker. 

That’s just a notion tossed out 
as September wears on and we 
seek this week after Labor Day 
weekend to try and hold the road 
fatality list under the 81 of last 
September.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9—Certainly Capt. Rich- 
ard S. McCutchen knows a tremendous amount 
‘about food. He demonstrated that last Tuesday 
‘on the television program $64,000 Question, 
when he accurately described obscure desserts 
Jike flummery and olykoek. 

But can he cook? 

Modest and quiet spoken, the young Marine 
officer was a bit diffident when questioned on 
this point. But his wife, Betsy, replied with an 
enthusiastic “Yes,” adding that the McCutchen 
children think no one can prepare bacon and 

“eggs as well as their dad. 

“Betsy is a wonderful cook herself,’ Capt. 
McCutchen said. “In fact, all my relatives cook 
well; my father, my mother-in-law, everybody.” 

Now on the staff of the Naval ROTC unit 
at Ohio State University, McCutchen has won 
$32,000 on the TV program. Next Tuesday he can 
try for $64,000 or quit and keep the sum he al- 
ready has won. 

As he mentioned on an earlier television 
‘gwppearance, McCutchen acquired an interest in 
food from his father, a retired naval captain, 
who is an amateur chef. Like most Navy fami- 
lies, the McCutchens lived in many parts of the 
world. In each country, they made it a point to 
eat and learn to make the native dishes. 

But the captain has learned more about food 
“in the past four weeks than ever before. The

» pedia of Gastronomy’’ (816 pages in fine print), 
“The Wise Encyclopedia of Cookery’ (1,330

~* McCutchen studied these last week, mem- 
orizing innumerable production figures on veg- 
etables, among other things. In addition, he 
has spent a great deal of time reading about 
food in the library at Ohio State.

once,”’ he said, adding that, with some of the 
dishes he has tasted, once was enough. 

Raw spider crabs with crushed red peppers 
were one of the captain's unhappiest gas- 
tronomic experiences. He tried them when he 
was with the First Marine Division in Korea 
in 1954. 

Until he went to France in 1952 to take com- 
mand of the embassy guard in Paris, Me- 


Cutchen was ‘“‘really pretty ignorant about 
wine.’’ 


But he had his wife purchase Alexis Lichine’s 
**Wines of France” (Knopf, 1951), and he learned 
about wines and how to judge their quality. 
They toured the Loire Valley, visiting caves and 
trying the wines. They served wine at home 
every day, “drinking one against another to 
learn to taste the differences.”’ 


“But we've kind of gotten out of the habit 
since we've been back in the States,”’ he said. 
‘‘French wines at every meal can be a pretty 
expensive proposition here.” 

When they were first married, the young 
McCutchens used to collaborate on all kinds of 
exotic dishes. They liked to experiment, cre- 
ating their own specialties. But now, with three 
small daughters ranging in age from 1 to 5 
years, they confine their efforts to simple dishes 
that are easy to prepare. 


“Nowadays my cooking is strictly practical,”’ 
the captain said. “If it has been a hectic day 
for Betty, I get supper while she bathes the 
children and gets them ready for bed.”’ 


For entertaining, too, Mrs. McCutchen pre- 
fers simple dishes that can be prepared ahead 
of time. Spaghetti with tomato sauce, green 
salad, French or Italian bread and fruit for 
dessert make up one of her favorite party 
menus. 


“IT make the sauce in the morning,’ she ex- 
plained. ‘‘I like to use veal and pork cut up fine. 
If pork chops are on sale, I buy them. I cut 
the meat into small pieces, brown it in olive 
oil, dump in canned tomato sauce and paste and 
season it with basil, thyme oregano and, of 
course, pepper and salt. Then all I have to do 
is cook the spaghetti and make the salad at the 
last minute.”’
